1. Mr. Kuiroz, Directorate of Climatology, Hq., Air Weather 
Service, Code 185, Extension 82286, called today with information which 
he thought would be of interest. He has noted that two other translations, 


both unclassified, exist of the material covered in[_|Translation No. 293, 25X1 
which is classified Secret. 


2. Both translations he says are on file at the Weather Bureau 
Library, under the same title and author as given in [] franslation No. 293. 25X1 
The last time he used the translation it was still uncataloged but had a 
Translation Processing Number of either 2197 or 2198. Should you wish to 
examine the unclassified translation he is sure it can be obtained by 
inter-library loan. 


3. He has also noted that the same source has abstracted in ®tail 
from an open source "Phe Arctic Bibliography". He mentioned the Arctic 
Institute of North America; Montreal, Canada. 
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
